There is talk of a new calendar. 
What is the new calendar, at can 
it do and wiy all this hub-bub over 
a mere item like the days, weeks 
and months which §° to make up our 
current Gregoran calendar. 

During recent years, The Work 
Calendar Association—a non profi. 
organization existing solely to pro 
mote universa] adoption of a stand- 
ard calendar—has enthusiastically ex- 
tolled the merits of what thas been 
called the World Calendar. In ‘the 
new scheme, there are exactly 652 
weeks in the year exactly 91 days or 
13 weeks or three months in eac 
quarter year; and exactly 26 week- 
days apart from Sundays in each 
month, Each quarter, consisting of 
three months, is alike in every par- 
ticular to every other quarter, the 
first month having 81 days and ‘the 
other two months a regular 380 days 
apiece. The four 31 day months in 
the year have five Sundays, yet have 
the other other eight months 

The supporters of the ‘World Cal- 
endar propose to start each year on 
a Sunday; but since 365 days are 
necessary to adequately record the 
spinning of the earth on its axis, an 
xtra Saturday, to follow Saturday, 
December 30, would be included in 
the year and would be called Year- 
Gnd Day. The same ‘procedure would 
be followed for Leap Year, ~but {n- 
stead of adding the extra day every 
‘our years to the month of Febgua;y 
‘t would be inserted after June 30, 
thus neatly slicing the year in half. 
3oth. would be’ classed as special ‘ol- 
days and neither would bear a date 
‘n order to maintuin the working 
f the 364-day year on an even keel; 

Confusion over a holiday coming in 
the middle part of the week ilivs- 
rates the drawbacks of our horse 
ind buggy calendar in a streamlined 
ige. With our Gregorian ‘Calendar ‘a 
hing of shreds and patches, we nust 
‘esort to finger counting, reciting a

vhat day any fixed date will fall; 

The calendar. proposed by the 
-issociation would have all -holidays 
falling on standard days, while in 
Zovernment circles, the fiscal year 
would always begin on the same day 
ind date; records, taxes and in- 
ernal revenue collections and in- 
‘erest on government bonds could 
2asily be computed, - etc,

ed around several factors which would 
oe conductive to increased efficiency 
in Man’s eternal race with time.

Expect Big 
Herring Catch 


VANCOUVER. — Beating through 
high-running seas and a bitter Arc- 
tic wind, more than 100 herring 
seiners are back on the bleak waters 
of the fishing grounds, 


With half the season and a 96,000- 
ton catch behind them, the rugged 
little wooden ships have another two 
months to go. Before the season 
ends March 10, they hope to make it 
a 200,000-ton catch. 


For the hardy crew members of 
the 80-foot, diesel-driven boats, the 
next two months will be a succession 
of long, lonely hours and hard work, 

Nerve centre of the fleet is the ra-~ 
dio dispatch office here which, three 
times a day, beams messages from 
company headquarters, This is the 
command post-for the scattered ships 
and keeps them deployed over the 
richest areas of the fishing grounds. 

Up-to-date techniques have built 
the herring industry into a $5,000,- 
000 business and fishermen average 
$4,000 to $5,000 a year. But many 
days, they work 22 hours, 

Most of B.C.’s herring are convert- 
ed into oil used in food products, 
paint and linoleum. Some are can- 


ned, Others make. high-protein fish 
meal, used for livestock feed and fer- 
tilizer.

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Regulations Issued 
On Timber Permits 


REGINA. — Regulations governing 
issuing of timber permits in Saskat- 
chewan have been outlined by Re- 
Sources Minister J. H. Brockelbank. 

Those eligible for permits, and 
quantities they may obtain, are: 
farmers living in burning permit 
areas, 5,000 hoard feet each year or 
10,000 board feet every second year; 
farmers living within 20 miles of a 
burning permit area, not more than 
10,000 board feet as from March 31, 
1947; and Second World War veter- 
ans who are farmer residents of the 
province, a quantity not exceeding 
15,000 board feet as from the same 
date. Any such veterans who have 
been re-established on land in the 
province may also procure 5,000 
board feet free of dues if they apply 
within three years of re-establish- 
ment under V.L.A. or in other cases 
within five years of discharge from 
the armed forces or D.V.A. jurisdic- 
tion, 

In addition, any provincial resident 
who has lost his dwelling by fire and 
is in need may apply for a permit, 
free of dues, not exceeding 10,000 
board feet, of which only 5,000 board 
feet may be green white-spruce, Reg- 
ulations also provide for permits for 
timber for construction of churches 
or community buildings, in an amount 
not exceeding $100 in dues, 

In all cases except re-building after 
a fire, application should be made in 
the fall. In the latter, it must be 
made within six months after the fire. 

When a permit is issued the timber 
can be. procured from Saskatchewan 
Timber Board piling yards at $36 
per thousand for rough green spruce 
lumber or, if the permittee prefers, 
he may log and have sawn the 
amount allowed, provided standing 
timber is available, All lumber ac- 
quired under these permits is for the 
permittee’s use on his own property 
and cannot he bartered, gold or 
otherwise disposed of. Further de- 
tails may be obtained from any re- 
sources department field officer.

Continue War 
On Weeds 


WINNIPEG.—Between . 3,500,- 
000 and 4,000,000 acres of farm 
land in Manitoba will be spray- 
ed in 1950 in the chemical war 
on weeds, it was forecast at. a 
meeting held under the auspices 
of the provincial government's 
weeds commission at the legis- 
lative building. 


Last year 2,300,000 acres in this 
province were sprayed with 2,4-D in 
the weed war, 

In the three prairie provinces the 
total acreage sprayed was 8,200,000 
acres, This year the total. may run 
as high. as 16,000,000 acres, H. E. 
Wood, chairman of the weeds com- 
mission said, 


More than 50 delegates attended 
the meeting. Invitationg were sent 
out to all those interested in chemi- 
cal weed control, 


The meeting had a twofold pur- 
pose, It was called to plan two fu- 
ture weed control meetings and to 
lay plans for extensive chemical 
weed research and experimentation, 
to be carried on in this province dur- 
ing the coming season, 


A weed control meeting will be 
held at the University of Manitoba 
March 9, under the chairmanship of 
Prof. T. J. Olson of the plant science 
division. A second meeting will be 
held in mid-March at the Brandon 
school of agriculture under the chair- * 
manship of D. A. Brown, assistant, 
superintendent of the domjnion ex-— 
perimental farm. 

At these two meetings the findings 
of the two major weed conferences 
held in November and December will 
be reported to Manitoba farmers and ~ 
others interested in the control of 
weeds by chemicals, The two con- 
ferences were the western weed con- 
ference at Edmonton and the north 
central weed control conference in 
Sioux Falls, S.D.

of soil depletion, We need only to 
look into onr own great fields. What 
we must do, is to save and hold our 
Jand to give us food and wealth and 
health for times to come, 

“How best can this be done?” we 
ask ourselves, Bearing in mind that 
each and every pece of land is like 
an individual, each presents problems 
of its own and each must be handled 
by itself, However, a few general 
but basic prinicples apply in every 
case. 

Our first step must be to hold the 
land from washing and blowing 
away. (Man, by his disturbing pres- 
ence has disrupted nature’s balance 
by removing much of the vegetative 
cover from the soil and laying it bare 
to the ravages of wind and water. 
This cover must once again be re- 
stored either by regrassing and re- 
forestation or at least by maintaining 
an adequate trash cover of stubble 
or other crop residue on the soil, 
Such a protective cover not only 
holds the soil particles in-place but: 
at the same time substantially in- 
creases the rate of water in take into 
the soi] and so decreases the runoff, 

Our second principle would involve 
reducing the rate of water runoff still 
‘more, from the steeper slopes of 
land, by the practice of farming 
round and round hills, rather than up 
and down the hills. On the more 
leve] areas iwhere wind erosion oc- 
curs, we must reduce the size of 
land parcels by means of alternate 
strips of various crops, or crops and 
fallow, along with the upkeep of wind 
breaks of trees and brush. 

The third but no less important 
principle, involves a psychological 
change over in our own ways of 
thinking. We must conie to realize 
that if we are to remain an agricul- 
tural nation, competing on the 
world food markets, .we have to 
mend our tways and discontinue the 
practice of mining the soi]. for the 
riches of today and begin to farm our 
soils for the generations of tomorrw.
